CHAPTER 409. 

ANNUAL SETTLEMENT BETWEEN STATE AND DEPARTMENTS, ETC. 

S. F . .ao. 

AN ACT to amend the law as It appears in section one hundred slxty-one-& (161-a), sup­
plement to the code, 1913, relating to the settlement with state omcera, appointment 
of expert accountant and assistants, powers of executive councll, and to enact a sub­
stltlKe therefor, excluding the management of the institutions under the board of con­
trol and board of education therefrom. 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of 1O'Wo,: 

SECTION 1. Repeal and substitute - accountant and assistants-
1 duties - specialist - reports. That the law as it appears in section 
2 one hundred sixty-one-a (161-&), supplement to the code, 1913, be aDd 
3 the same is hereby repealed and the following enacted in lieu thereof: 
4 The executive council shall annually and oftener in its discretion 
5 make a full settlement between the state of Iowa and all state officers. 
6 commissioners, boards, associations, societies, organizations, depart. 
7 ments and all persons receiving, handling or expending state fUDds. 
8 For that purpose an expert accountant and assistants, the number 
9 to be fixed by the executive council, at such annual salaries, as shall 

10 be fixed by law, shall be employed to examine the methods of account-
11 ing, the books and accounts. of all state officers, commissions, boards. 
12 associations, societies, organizations, persons and departments. 
13 The expert accountant 80 appointed shall report in writing, to the 
14 executive cOUDcil, the facts and conditions found, with his suggestions 
15 and recommendations, as to improvements in methods of conducting 
16 the business of the department. the improvements in the method of 
17 book-keeping and any other change which, in his judgment, would 
18 tend to lessen the costs of operation, or increase the efficiency of the 
19 department and shall also report the facts as to any practices in admiD-
20 istration not authorized by statute, or contrary to good business 
21 methods. 
22 For the purpose of ascertaining the best methods of conducting the 
23 business of any department, should a change be deemed expedient. 
24 the expert accountant may, with the consent of and authority of the 
25 executive council, call to his assistance, a specialist in the methods 
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
